Claims 2, 7-10, 12, 17-20, 22, 26-29 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 2, 12 and 22, are allowable because the prior art on record or that 
encountered in searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the features of 
instant invention - defining a library checkout function in a database management 
system for locking a managed database table including creating a set of editing triggers 
that corresponds to the checkout function for supporting the accessing of complex data 
object with opaque data types by utilizing the library control functions via structure query 
commands to designate a primary key as the editing control mechanism for a checked- 
out cell until an update occurs by a user such that to ensure the data integrity during 
accessing the complex data objects and allows update and edit control over an 
extended time period for the database system in a combination as claimed by applicant. 

Claims 7-10, 17-20 and 26-29 are respectively depend on claims 2, 12 and 22 
therefore are allowable.
